The first endeavor made regarding the Philosophy of Spiritual- 
ism is to try to create an understanding to the minds of the people 
that there is no limitation at all: that each and everything is govern: 
éd by a grcat Law and but one Law. That that Law embraces all 
and everything from the most minute forms of life to the highest and

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inost intellectual form of life as embraced by the human mind, 

Tic mind of man, is the highest form of development produced 
проп our earthplane. When that spirit is released from the physical 
body, it goes оп. It never stops, for there is positively no end. Man 
can never prove a beginning. neither can he endeay to prove that 

here is an ultimate end A question may he asked—‘Tf the mind 
is abl lû comprehend the life after death, why cannot it also com- 
prehera that form which dominated its existence before созе into 
its present physical condition? To that question the answer would 
be— ‘There is no retrogression.”. We cannot go bask to that form 
of life because it is a different and lower phase of being, entirely. 
We know that at one time we nmst have had soine form of life before 
taking on the physical body. We know that we cannot produce 
something out of nothing for there must at all times be a material 
of some sort to werk upon. Man produces opulanee by either manual 
labor or an exertion of the mind. According to the exertion in ether 
way, will depend the amount which he shall acquire, The mind is 
more powerful, in that it has an attraction that cannot he stayed. 
The physical body may be shackled. but the mind never, if it is 
given a chance to think and act for itself. The reasen for this 18 
simple, becanse each and every thought produced by the mind, is 
but an expression in dupheste of the soul within, dominating that 
mind. What that spark of life is. whieh dominates the soul. Паз 
not as yet been comprehended by the mind of man, buz it is ap to 
him as his personal birthright. and as a Пута part of that Great 
Law, which some people term God, to delve deeper and deeper .nto 
the unknown and obtain that knowledge whieh is rightfully in- 
tended for him to know and acquire 

Some minds will no doubt say: “God does not wish man to 
seek into the unknown. To that we should say: “Has the Medical 
Profession, the Scientist, the Chemist and all other seekers vt know- 
ledge committed a grievous wrong in the sight of бой?” Has 
the Medical fraternities committed a wrong when they have delved 
deep into the laws which govern the organisms of the Auman body 
and thereby gained knowledge which will help them to alleviate 
- the sufferings of the human body’ To all this must come but 
one answer: No wrong has been committed.” Полу maeh more 
so then, should we search into those at present unknown laws which 
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ure so vitally important to the soul. because it is through the soul 
that the organism of the human body a all times functions in its en- 
deavor to make its mark in the world. The soul therefore, is the 
spark of life from that great Law, which endeavors to prodiwe a 
higher status in human life as man travels down through the ages 
of time. Is the mind and soul of the man of today greater than it 
was one hundred years асо? To that we shall say: ‘In develop- 
ment only. Some people call it civilization. lf t!.at term is plainer 
to the mind, let it for the present be used; but eventually it must 
be realized that the term civilization. is but a higher development 
of the soul caused by the Natural Law through which it has derived 
its being. 

That Great Law. governs nature in all its beauties in the same 
vital respect regarding life. as it does in that of man. As the silk-

Produce the mind 
in a wholesome condition, and the soul will attain a higher state 
of development. The working of the mind, is but the quickening 
of the soul. If the soul is pure. the mind must be also, for it is 
through the mind that the soul at all times functions. If the mind 
is dormant. so shall be the soul, and the reaction shall be felt upon 
the physical body. 

Each and every thought and act will eventually produce its 
materialization to the mind in some form of expression. Every cause 
has its effect. and each and every effect, has at one time or another, 
had its primary cause. The thought and aet is the cause, its ultimate 
materialization is its effect. After we realize this to be true and a 
good foundaion to work upon, we then owe it to ourselves and to 
mankind, to see that each and every thought and act produced by 
ourselves, would make a good foundation for a primary cause, and 
after we have accomplished that much, we need have no fear what- 
soever of what the effect shall turn out to be. Take well and good 
care of the today, and when the tomorrow shall have its birth, its 
dawn shall be more beautiful and glorious. than its ancestral day 
of before. 

Great and good is a Philosophy that teaches mankind to live a 
life that сап be held above reproach; a philosophy that can in itself 
give to the student, full command over himself wherein he shall 
know that he and himself alone is the full master of his destiny, and 
that he is not dependent upon anyone whatsoever, providing he 
lives his life according to the Natural Laws that govern the entire 
Universe. The sooner that man realizes that his body is the habi- 
tation of the soul and that the health and cleanliness of both depends 
upon the thoughts held dominant in his mind, that much sooner

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and eliminate all fear of death It should never have u creed or 
dogma, for under such, it will never develop intu ideals of kigher 
Spirituality.

The History of Spiritual Healing

Tf questioned as to whether T believe in the power of thought, I 
ask in reply: Is there any other power? And when questioned as 
to whether T recognize Spiritual Healing, T wonder what other kind 
of healing there can possibly be. There is no other healing, for 
health and wholeness are essential of the Spirit, and all appearance 
is but result or evidence. А 

When did the history of spiritual healing commence? It began 
with history itself, Spiritual healing never began; it is co-eternal 
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with life. It always was. The healing power is inherent in life 
itself; it has always operated, and it ever will. ‘There is that in life 
which compels readjustment. to the extent that it is not thwarted ` 
by its own Self-consciousness. 

Spiritual Healing has been practiced by man from his earliest 
beginnings. For eons he could have had knowledge of no other 
healing. From the earlier developments of civilization, when reli- 
gion served as the great fountain-head of all learning, the priests 
were likewise the doctors or healers. There was only spiritual heal- 
ing. This was ages before there was any system of physies or any 
physicians. 

In the more advanced civilizations of India, Persia, Assyria, 
Egypt, Greece and even Rome, we still find that the priest is also 
the doctor, even while some slight recognition is accorded to the 
physician, and to the belief in physical agencies in the treatment 
of disease. 

We find this unity of priest and doctor referred to in the 
Bhavagad Gita of India, the Zend Avesta of Persia, the Odyssey of 
Greece, and in the literatures of Egypt, Assyria. and almost every 
other ancient country. Cycles afterwards, from about the: 12th cen- 
tury of our era, in Europe, similar conditions again prevailed, and 
the Emanuel Movement of our own day was merely the renaissance 
or new birth of the same time-honored belief and practice. There 
was absolutely nothing new about it. 

The Savior of practically each ancient race and nation was 
known as the Great Physician, and practiced spiritual healing in 
evidence of his divine power and inspiration. Waving aside ven 
turies and countries, and coming to the Buddha of India, more 
than 600 years В. C., his whole life, teaching and attainment were 
devoted to the overeoming of old age, disease and death. He pro- 
claimed the Law that accomplished this—and it was the Law of 
Spiritual Healing. 

Centuries later. Jesus the Christ prolaimed the same Law, and 
it was: ‘then resurrected and practiced by a few for a short time 
In the New Testament narrative, spiritual healing and spiritual 
teaching went hand in hand—the healing being a proof or demon- 
stration of the teaching. We know little of this other than from 
the New Testament writings, and in its purer form spiritual healing 
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Was soon lost sight of and forgotten. However, eternal truths cannot 
die to the race consciousness, and traces of it may be found all 
through the ages since then, although mingled with error, fraud or 
superstition 

All through the Christian era we come across the practice of 
spiritual healing, but generally in connection with material agencies, 
In the early centuries, to the shrines of Christian saints and after- 
мага to their bones and relics, were attributed the power of the 
Spirit. St. Dunstan, St. Matthew. St. Bernard, St. Edmund, and a 
host of other saints were regarded as avenues to the Spirit; and 
this was accorded to the bones of Rlisha, the shadow of St. Peter 
the handkerchief «of St. Paul, and the like. 

A remarkable. practice of spiritual healing was that of the 
‘Royal Touch?’. which was efficacious.in sundry diseases, especially 
epilepsy and serofula., This is said to have begun with Edward the 
Confessor in the eleventh century, and it came down from reign to 
reign with ever-inereasing miraculous efficaey. Not only Catholic 
but Protestant kings and queens exercised this power. In England, 
James I, Charles I, Charles: Il, William Ill, Queen Ann: in France, 
Louis XIV, and others, That numerous cures were effected by this 
practice is beyond all dispute. 

This sacred property was extended to shrines, streams, fountains, 
wells and spots of earth, pilgrimages and various sacred observances. 
Gradually. the increasing monetary value of these relies and shrines 
introduced a distinctly mercantile spirit, and the practice degenerat- 
ed more and more into a mixture of incantation with. fetiches, or 
into pure fetichism ; and finally it destroyed itself in its very denial 
of that which constituted its fundamental principle. Faith was 
‘swallowed up by superstition, and the spiritual ideal was lost in the 
worship of material idols. 

The beginnings of the Spiritual Healing of today may be traced 
back some distance of time, but for practical purposes and in re- 
lation to the Movement that we represent, it began with Dr. Qnimby 
in New England some 60 years ago, was given a decided impetus by 
Mrs. Eddy and the Christian Scientists, and was liberated hy Mental 
Science and New Thought. Spiritual Healing constitutes the funda- 
mental of all of these movements, and is the essential unity that re- 
‘lates each of them to the basic truths of Being and existence. 

To even name those who have been prominent in the great 
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Spiritual Movement of the last sixty years, would take all of my 
lime; but from Dr. Quimby and Mrs. Eddy to the movement now 
represented by New Thought, there is not only a distance of years, 
but a far greater advance in breadth and depth of understanding. 
We of today are far ahead of these great leaders, and we confidently 
hope and expect that the leaders of fifty years hence will be even 
more in advance of ourselves. 

We have by no means appropriated all of the ancient wisdom. 
We know nothing now that was not known ages ago. But that 
which was formerly appropriated entirely by the few in their own 
interest has become the possession of the many for the general service 
of humanity. What were at one time regarded as mysteries for 
priest and sage have now become almost common-places, And be- 
neath the seeming materialism, egotism, and selfishness of our pre- 
sent civilization there is a spiritual current that is destined to lead 
mankind into the realization of its Oneness with the Infinite, and 
therefore with all parts of itself, 

To the individual, this realization will signify health and whole- 
ness of mind and body. under control of the Spirit; and to humanity 
it will mean the consciousness of their fundamental unity and one- 
ness in interest, purpose and ultimate destiny. This realization will 
be the result of spiritual teaching, of the dissemination of fundamental 
Truth, the principal source of which will doubtless be found in the 
New Testament; and now, as before, the proof and demonstration of 
the Truth will be attested by spiritual healing. 

Perhaps the guiding influence of the New Age on which we are 
now entering will be spiritual healing: for it is only as human af- 
fairs are guided consciously by the Infinite Spirit that harmony 
and peace can eyer reign on earth. Long as is the history of spiri- 
tual healing, it may be said to be born again in the light of New 
Thought; and the popularity of spiritual healing is a distinguishing 
“Sign of the Times”,
